‘Fishing Junk Under Fire. 


A robbery occurred aboard a 
fishing junk on Tuesday night. 
The junk had pot out from 
Hongkong and was sailing off 
Pingool, in Chinese waters, 
when the pirate vessel hove 
in sight. The first intimation 
the fishermen had of the 
pirates’ hostile intentions was the 
ficiog of a sustained volley of 
abont a hundred shots, it is 
estimated, from adistance ofabsut 
2 hundred yards. No less than 
thirty shots penetrated the hull 
of the vessel, and the crew were 
forced to bolt into the hold for 
One of them was sbot 
in the left arm. 


Before going aboard, one of the 
pirates threw on the junk a sack 
of gunpowder which exploded ss 
8001 as the lighted fuse attached 
toit got to wark. Little damage 
was caused, however, and the 
pirates, who numbered eleven, 
the. majority being armed wit 
rifles and revolvers, came 
on board and forced the 
crew to lower the sail, before 
they were hustled back into the 
hold. A thorough search was 
then roada for valzables and 
eventually the pirates tran-{ 
shipped to thir own vessoal 
money, Jewellery and a couple of 
sails, all being valued at $247. 
The direction in which they set 
sail was for Pehoi, appsrently. 
The crew of the fishing jonk 
brousht back theirto vessel Hong- 
kong and after a report had been 
made to the Water Police, the 
injored membor of the crow was 
taken to hospital.
